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Augustine of Ganterbury 


It is the Venerable Bede who tells the immortal 
story which lies behind the coming of Augustine, 
missionary to the English and first Archbishop of 
Canterbury, to Britain in the summer of 597. 


While yet a monk,Pope Gregory the Great was moved 
with pity at the sight of fair—-haired Anglo-Saxon 
boys up for sale as slaves in a Roman market. He 
was determined to go himself as a missionary to 
England and was actually on his way when he was 
recalled by the Pope. When he became Pope himself, 
the remembrance of the Yorkshire lads in the slave- 
market led him, in 597, to send Augustine.and forty 
monks to refound the Church in England. 


Landing on the Isle of Thanet, Augustine and his 

monks were given a favourable reception by t h e~ 
King of Kent, Ethelbert, whose wife was a Christian. 

In less than a year Augustine could report to 
Rome that the King and ten thousand of his sub- 

jects had been baptized. 


Consecrated "Archbishop of the English" in 601, 
Augustine sought. to bring under Roman dominion the 
driven back fe remote and mountainous Wales and 
Scotland by the invading Anglo-Saxons, A series of 
conferences at St. Augustine's Oak on the Welsh 
border ended in failure, The British bishops re- 


fused to submit to the .Roman bishop. In the bond 
yea, to Lie. Pope of Rome and every true Chit atin 

they said, “but for the submission of. obedience, 
we owe thet only to God, and after Him to our ven- 
erable head, the Bishop of Caerleon". 


In 604, Augustine comnissioned Mellitus, as Bishop 
of London, to work among the East Saxons. Heathen 
London, even then a great city and an. "emporium of 
many nations" according to Bede, resisted and only 
after repeated and determined efforts was won for 
the Gospel. When Augustine died in 604 or 605, a_ 
beginning had been made towards the reconvers ion 
of England.

Germany 


FREDERICK BRUNN, son of the court—preacher to the 
Prince of Nassau, was the moving spirit behind 
the organization of the Lutheran Free Church in 
Gernany in 1876. 


Evil days had fallen upon t be Lutheran Church in 
the land of Luther's birth. Rationalisu, which 
teaches that man can believe onl y what he can 
understand had sapped Christianity of its strength. 
The teachings of Holy Scripture were set aside; 
infidels held high positions in the Church; pastors 
loyal to the Bible were ostracized and penalized. 
Finally in 1846,forced by conscience, Pastor Brunn 
and 28 fanilies withdrew from the State Church. 
By 1877 he was joined by eight other pastors for 
the first annual neeting.of the Free Church. 


The Lutheran Free Churches in fellowship with us 
in Germany to-day number over 80,000 members and 
180 pastors. Together, they maintain a flourishing 
mission in South Africa anda theological seminary 
at Oberursel near Frankfurt. _ 


The problems of the Lutheran ae Churches are 
difficult and peculiar. Germany is nominally a 
Christian country, the South predominantly R oman 
Catholic, the North Lutheran, In areas where nine 
out of ten clain to be Lutheran, yet less than one 
in ten is an active church member, a Free Church 
that is itself Lutheran has a alae” a that 
is real but difficult to exert. 


The rebuilding of boribed-out churches and the 
resettling of thousands of refugees from the East 
are other tremendous proktens jot the Lutheran Free 
Churches in post—war Gerniany . 


Behind the Iron Curtain, . governnent restrictions 
place a heavy burden upon the work of the Lutheran 
Free Churches. In the East Zone, inmense obstacles 
are placed in the way ‘of rebuilding churches, of 
producing Christian literature, of gathering young 


people for any kind of religious instruction.
